gail, on July 3, 1776. John 
Adams haiJed the Continental 
Congress' action declaring 
the colonies free and inde¬ 
pendent States as a most 
memorabfe date in American 
h rstory; 

"You will think me trans- 
ported with enthusiasm, but i 
am not. I am well aware of the 
toil, and blood, and treasure. 
(hat it will cost us to maintain 
this declaration. and Support 
and defend these States. Yet, 
through all the gloom, I can 
see the rays of ravishing light 
and glory. I can see that the 
end is more than worth all the 
means, and that posterity will 


Iriumph in that day's transao 
tion, even although we shouid 
rue it, which I trust in God we 
shall not...The second day of 
July, 1776, will be the most 
memorable epoch in the histo- 
ry of America, t am apt to be- 
lieve that it will be celebrated 
by succeeding generations as 
the g-eat anniversary testivai. 
It ought to be commemorated 
as the day of deliverance, by 
solemn acts of devotion to 
God Almighty. It ought to be 
solemnized with pomp and 
parade, with shows, games. 
Sports, guns, bells, bonfires. 
and illuminations, from one 
end bf this continent to the 
other, from this time torward 
forevermore.”

The seeond day of July 1776* will be 
the mos! memorable epoch in the hüstory of America I 
am api to believe that it will be celebrited by succeeding 
generarions as ihe great aroriversary fcstivaL li ought to 
be «nnmemorated as rhe day of deliverance* by solemn 
acts of devotion to God Almighty. 1t ought to be 
soJcrrmized with pomp and parade* with show, sports, 
giins, bclls. bonfires, and illuminations» from one end cd 
thls continent to the other* from this time forward for- 
evermore.“ 

Adams was ralking about the discussion and the pass- 
ing of the declaration of independente resoluiion imro- 
dueed by Richard Henry Lee of Virginia on 7 June 1776* 
hut deferred until i July, so rhat the committee of ftve 
couJd prepare a Statement explainmg the reasons for m- 
dopendence. 

On 2 July, the Lee resolution was approved, and on 4 
July, after much debate and some sHghi deletions from 
the expianatory Statements as presented by the 
committee of live, the total Statement of declaration, im 
cluding Lee’s resolution was adopted. 

Thus SÜÖyears ago this month, our Founding Faiherv 
« rote the Declaration of Indepftndence, and as Benjamin 
Franklin was leavtng the Constitutional Convention, he 
was met by a woman who said, ,+ Sir* what have you given 
us?" And he replied: “A Republic, Madam* if you can 

keep it*" There ts a great deal of wisdont in that state 
ment* 

The very next year. in 1777* even though thev nere in 
the midst of War, Philadelphia residente observed 4 Ink 
as a day of cclebration.
